1986 NCNA Medal 


The design, which is unavailable for reproduction in this Issue, will 
commemorate the Fifty Anniversary of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge and be similar to the 1936 Bay Bridge Commemorative Half Dollar. 
This is in keeping with previous NCNA medals, all having San Francisco 
related designs. 


The NCNA Board of Directors in response to heavy demand has increased 
the total mintage to one hundred fifty (150) serial numbered one ounce 
Silver medals. Plus, an undetermined number of pure gold medals of the 
same size as the silver issue are also being minted. No bronze medals 
or other compositions will be minted. 


The prize is $20.00 per silver medal and $500.00 deposit per gold medal. 
There is an absolute limit of five (5) silver medals total per person. 
Gold medals will be limited solely to those ordered by May lst. No 
exceptions. Gold medals, due to precious medal costs, may be subject 

to additional charges. 


Orders must be sent directly to: "Edward Sins, NCNA Treasurer, PO Box 


5075, San Jose, California, 95150". All payments must be in full. Gold 
medal order must be received with deposit in fyiael by the deadline of 
May 1, 1986. 

It is not known when medals will be actually minted and released, as 


there are problems with the die design, and those ordering are asked 
to be patient.
